VILLAGE UNVEILED 


MAJOR^Ians are being drawn up for a £1 million craft 
village at the Moreton Park Garden Centre, near 
Oswestry. 

The plans, which have been outlined to St Martins Parish Council, are being 
put forward by the Shropshire Leisure Group, owners of the garden centre, the 
adjoining Lord Moreton Hotel and also the nearby Lion Quays Waterside 
Resort. 


Bosses at the leisure group are now working towards submitting the ambitious 
scheme, consisting of 20 wooden chalets, to Shropshire County Council. The develop¬ 
ment just off the Gledrid roundabout will be accessed by a new junction off Chirk Road 

and will be built alongside the existing 
overflow car park. 

' Chief executive officer Barry Pearson 
said the scheme would produce a perma¬ 
nent ‘farmers’ market village’ atmos¬ 
phere. “The proposals are based on the 
successful Trentham Garden Centre in 
Staffordshire,” he said. 

“The log cabins will create a pleasant 
street atmosphere and will become a des¬ 
tination centre and bring tourists to the 
area and to Oswestry. The scheme is in no 
way intended to take people away from 
Oswestry, in fact quite the opposite. We 
see the development as being an attrac¬ 
tion to bring people to the area.” 

And the plans are already attracting 
plenty of interest from businesses looking 
to locate at Moreton Park. 

Interest 

“Businesses which have already 
expressed an interest include Roman 
Originals, Ludlow Nut Company, Yankee 
Candle, Thorntons, Shropshire Soup 
Company, Shropshire Glass, The Art Com¬ 
pany, Seventh Heaven, China Cabin and 
Art Boutique,” said Mr Pearson. 

The development is expected to bring at 
least 40 jobs to the area. 

Mr Pearson added: “Concessions cur¬ 
rently based at the garden centre employ 
around three people per unit so this is 
more good news for the area.” 

The plans will be submitted to the 
county council soon and the developers 
hope to start work early next year. 

Neil Graham, a member of St Martins 
Parish Council said the proposal had been 
well received. 

“The councillors were pleased to hear 
the potential for new jobs in the area at 
such a difficult time for everyone,” he said. 

“There was some concern on the effect 
on local residents but we will have the 
chance to consider all the issues when the 
plans are referred back to us from Shrop¬ 
shire County Council.”

Deal struck 
on milk price 
is welcomed 

AGRICULTURAL chiefs in Shropshire say 
the deal struck over a voluntary code of con¬ 
duct for milk processors and dairy farmers 
is a start to help the beleaguered dairy 
industry. 

On Monday agricultural minister Jim 
Paice brokered the code of conduct deal in 
top level talks at the Royal Welsh Show. 

But NFU regional director John Mercer, 
said: “More work still needs to be done on 
the short term issues for the industry par¬ 
ticularly as the farm gate milk price remains 
below the cost of production for many, 
although we have seen some progress from 
both the Co-op and Morrisons over the past 
week on price. 

“Hopefully the agreement will ensure we 
do not have the same dysfunctional markets 
that are responsible for the dairy crisis we 
have today, however, we need short term 
answers to ensure we still have dairy farm¬ 
ers when the code eventually comes in . 

“The code stipulates that dairy farmers 
must receive at least 30 days’ notice of a 
price change and retrospective price adjust¬ 
ments are no longer acceptable.” 

Mr Paice also met senior management 
from Aldi and the Food and Drink Federa¬ 
tion, which represents food manufacturers 
while yesterday he was meeting Asda, Mor¬ 
risons, Co-op and speaking to Iceland.

'Small risk' 
to patient 
who died 
at hospital 

A PATIENT’S death in a 
hospital in Shropshire was 
so rare that only one other 
death of its kind has been 
recorded worldwide, a med¬ 
ical tribunal has heard. 

Professor Iain McCall, a 
former medical director at 
Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital 
in Oswestry, said there was 
an ‘amazingly small risk of 
air embolism’ from knee 
surgery using a Quixil device 
like the one used at the hos¬ 
pital by Professor James 
Richardson to treat Luigi 
Belcuore in October 2009. 

And lawyers acting for 
Professor Richardson, who 
has been charged with fail¬ 
ing to provide good clinical 
care for Mr Belcuore, said 
there had only been one 
example of a death involving 
the device being used for 
spraying fluid during sur¬ 
gery worldwide up until 
August 2010. 

Father-of-three Mr Bel¬ 
cuore, 43, died during a clin¬ 
ical trial at the hospital and 
an inquest held last year 
stated he died from an air 
embolism caused by arthro¬ 
scopic surgery. Professor 
Richardson is believed to 
have modified the device. 

Professor Richardson is 
appearing before a Medical 
Practitioners Tribunal Serv¬ 
ice hearing in Manchester 
after a case was brought 
against him by the General 
Medical Council. Relatives 
of Mr Belcuore have also 
demanded answers. 

The hearing has been 
adjourned. 

New fall in 
area crime 

CRIME figures reveal that 
the streets of Dyfed Powys 
are getting safer. 

The 2011/12 end of year 
figures released show that 
total crime was down by 565 
cases, 2.6 per cent. Total 
detection rate was up by 0.5 
per cent.

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New school transport 
policy plans are delayed

PLANS by Powys County Council to introduce 
a new school transport policy have been put 
on the backburner. 

The council has been holding an extensive round of public 
consultation across the county and was expected to intro¬ 
duce a new policy in September next year. But that has now 
been postponed without a new date being set. 

The council released the following statement from Coun¬ 
cillor Myfanwy Alexander, 
Cabinet Member for Learn¬ 
ing and Leisure: 

“Following an extensive 
period of consultation in 
school communities 

throughout Powys, the 
Local Authority is now fac¬ 
ing the challenge of forming 
a school transport policy 
which will serve the young 
people and families of the 
area into the future. 

“Given the rural nature of 
Powys, this policy will be key 
in ensuring that our learn¬ 
ers are able to access the 
high quality education they 
deserve. 

“Many detailed responses 
were received relating to the 
policy proposals and these 
observations will form a 
vital part of the formation of 
the programme and because 
of the number and nature of 
these responses, it has been 
decided that the timetable 
for implementation of the 
new school transport policy 
in September 2013 is not 
achievable. 

“Affordable school trans¬ 
port is a major issue for 
Powys communities and the 
consultation revealed many 
issues, both detailed and 
strategic.” 

The statement went on 
^‘Implementation of this 
policy without addressing 
these factors would mean 
that the policy would be 
flawed from outset. 

“Therefore the authority 
proposes to examine all 
these details before deciding 
the best way to provide flex¬ 
ible, cost-effective transport 
for our learners.” 


Family fights 
on for gipsy 
site planning 
permission 

A FAMILY refused planning 
permission for a gipsy site 
near Oswestry has pledged 
to submit a new application 
addressing the worries of a 
planning inspector. 

Jerry Berry said there was 
a need for private travellers’ 
sites in the Oswestry area 
and said new plans he 
intended to submit would 
address concerns raised by a 
planning inspector on the 
access and size of the site. 

An appeal against the 
refusal of retrospective per¬ 
mission for a site at Henlle, 
near Gobowen, was dis¬ 
missed in a planning inquiry. 

Mr Berry said: “A new 
application will change the 
access, make the utility 
building smaller and 
improve screening.” 

“If there were more pri¬ 
vate sites available the gipsy 
community would not have 
to resort to unofficial sites 
like the football pitches in 
Oswestry used recently.” 

He also said a local 
landowner had made an 
offer for the land but he 
added: “Where would we 
go? There is no room for us 
at Park Hall and there is 
nothing else available.”

Warning 
handed 
to rogue 
traders 

ROGUE traders operating 
in Mid Wales have been 
warned they face jail terms 
or hefty fines by trading 
standards chiefs. 

Powys County Council’s 
Trading Standards team 
says it has successfully pros¬ 
ecuted people in the south of 
the county who have been 
selling fake goods this year. 

Now it has promised more 
tough action against any¬ 
body caught selling fake 
goods at shows or fairs. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, 
the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber responsible for trading 
standards, said: “We support 
legitimate businesses and 
local tax payers by targeting 
illegal shadow economy 
activities such as product 
counterfeiting by individu¬ 
als, who have little regard to 
the county’s traders and 
only seek to further desta¬ 
bilise our economy.” 

Clive Jones, the council’s 
principal Trading Standards 
officer with responsibility 
for special investigations, 
added: “Firm action is 
needed on any issues related 
to product counterfeiting to 
promote fair trading. 

“We have noticed that 
there’s a tendency for some 
people to be tempted to 
import large quantities of 
products from wholesale 
auction sites in the Far East 
and our investigations have 
highlighted that some of 
these supply chains involve 
counterfeit goods.”

Floral tributes laid at college 
where young student died

FLORAL tributes have been laid at Ellesmere College 
where a 17-year-old sixth form student collapsed and 
died on a summer camp activity course. 

Matthew Dewhirst, from St Martins, near Oswestry, fell ill at the col¬ 
lege last Thursday and died a short while later despite efforts by friends 
and medical staff to save him. 

Yesterday, Wednesday, college leaders described Matthew as ‘one of 
the good guys’, adding that the school community is ‘devastated’ and 
_ trying to come to terms with the tragedy. Bosses said counselling is 
Matthew Dewhirst being offered to those affected by Matthew’s death, including young¬ 
sters present on the activity course during 
which he died. 

Matthew, who joined the school when he 
was eight, was on a summer activity course 
held at the college but organised by an 
external provider when he was taken ill. 

James Baggaley, Matthew’s sixth form 
housemaster said: “Matthew was definitely 
one of the good guys. 

“He had a kind heart and was a very well 
respected young man. He had many friends 
with whom he shared his love of music and 
sport. 

“The whole house is deeply saddened by 
the loss of such a true gentleman.” 

A-level student Matthew was a keen 
musician playing the saxophone, clarinet, 
piano and classical guitar while also being a 
member of the senior school’s orchestra, 
student band and choir. 

Comfort 

Matthew also represented the school at 
cricket, football and his beloved rugby. 

He was a member of the school’s 1st team 
rugby squad and also played for Whitchurch 
and Shropshire. 

Hazel Wakefield, school spokeswoman, 
said: “The serene confines of the school’s 
chapel have become the focal point for 
Matthew’s friends and their families to seek 
comfort from each other at this sad time.” 

Brendan Wignall, headmaster, said: “It is 
always very sad when the life of a young per¬ 
son comes to an unexpected end. 

“Matthew was a fine young man who was 
always positive, cheerful, kind and consid¬ 
erate: he was always willing to ‘have a go’, 
and we were privileged to have him as a 
member of our community. 

“Everyone at the college has been devas¬ 
tated by his loss and we extend every condo¬ 
lence to Mr and Mrs Dewhirst. 

“I can also confirm that access to coun¬ 
selling support has been offered to 
Matthew’s friends as they begin to come 
terms with the loss of one of their peer 
group.” 


Police launch 
crackdown on 
drugs crimes 

A HIGH profile police presence in Oswestry 
at the weekend was the start of a campaign 
to target drug-related and violent crime. 

Extra officers where brought in and spe¬ 
cial detecting equipment was used to foren- 
sically test for Class A drugs at pubs and 
clubs while a metal detector checked for 
weapons among nightclub revellers. 

Officers remained on the streets well into 
the early hours to deter trouble and squad 
briefings were even conducted in the town 
centre to emphasise the police operation. 

Police say several arrests were made but 
trouble was kept to a minimum. 

The campaign is part of the West Mercia 
Police ‘Summer Presence’ campaign target¬ 
ing drug-related crime, violence and disor¬ 
der in town centres. 

Inspector Rik Klair, in charge of policing 
for Oswestry, said: “We want people to have 
a great time when they are in the town cen¬ 
tre at weekends. Oswestry is a safe place to 
enjoy a night out and the chances of becom¬ 
ing a victim are low. 

“However, we are aware there is a small 
minority who spoil it for everyone else. We 
are dedicated to targeting and reducing 
drug-related crime, alcohol-related violence, 
anti-social behaviour and protecting the vul¬ 
nerable. Operation Summer Presence has 
been created to do exactly that.” 

Two men were arrested in the churchyard 
at St Oswalds for drug and violence offences. 
Another man was arrested for being drunk 
and disorderly. 


Flats damaged in blaze

FLATS in the Castlefield area of Oswestry 
were damaged by fire on Tuesday night and 
the incident is being treated as arson.

Mattresses, bedding and about eight 
wheelie bins were set alight outside the 
address. 

Fire crews had to dismantle the hood over 
the patio doors of the building to get inside 
to check for damage. 

John Davies, from Oswestry fire station, 
said: “There was a large quantity of mat¬ 
tresses and bedding surrounding about six 


to eight wheelie bins placed against the bot¬ 
tom of the flats. 

“When we got there thee mattresses and 
bedding were well alight and burning 
towards the building. 

“It was a deliberate ignition and the 
police are making further investigations.” 

He said the flats were empty and no one 
was hurt. He is now calling to people to leave 
their bins and rubbish a distance away from 
properties. 

A police spokesperson said: “It is being 
treated as arson and we are appealing for 
witnesses.”

Woman admits 
benefit fraud 

A PENSIONER from Welshpool has been 
fined after admitting benefit fraud. 

Moira Pedrick, 62, appeared before 
Welshpool magistrates on July 20 where she 
admitted to keeping quiet about her savings 
over the last 10 years.

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£ 200,000 
scheme to 
celebrate 
art patron 

A £200,000 project has been 
launched to celebrate an era 
which saw a castle on the 
Shropshire/Welsh border 
become a centre of British 
art and culture. 

Work will be carried out at 
Chirk Castle to celebrate the 
life and legacy of Lord 
Howard de Walden. 

Between the first and sec¬ 
ond world wars Lord 
Howard de Walden, the then 
12th richest man in Britain 
and known to his family as 
‘Tommy’, took up residence 
at Chirk Castle and threw 
himself into Welsh arts and 
culture. 

Recognised as the ‘last 
great patron of the Welsh 
arts’, historians believe 
Lord Howard de Walden’s 
life and work has not been 
fully celebrated until now. 

Bosses at Chirk Castle say 
the new project will recog¬ 
nise the millionaire’s influ¬ 
ence on British culture. 

The two-year project 
funded by the Howard de 
Walden family and the 
National Trust will see five 
key spaces in the castle 
transformed to tell the fam¬ 
ily’s story. 

The exhibitions and dis¬ 
plays will be open to visitors 
in late September. 

The peer, born Thomas 
Evelyn Ellis in 1880, died in 
1946. 

As well as a keen patron of 
the arts, he was also a motor- 
boat racer who competed in 
the 1908 summer Olympics.

Shropshire Council as part of its re-organi¬ 
sation of county education. The 22 remain¬ 
ing pupils will transfer to other schools. 

Under the changes Rhyn Park secondary 
and Ifton Heath Primary in St Martins will 
become a new, all-age school, known as St 
Martins School. 

It opens in September and will educate 
youngsters from the ages of three to 16. For 


the first year the school will run from the 
secondary school and primary school sites. 

Mrs Finney said: “The children spent the 
week on some wonderful trips, from the 
Blue Planet Aquarium to Enginuity. And on 
Friday we went geocaching at the South 
Shropshire Hills Discovery Centre.” 

“We had our leavers’ service a couple of 
weeks ago and we had a wonderful commu¬ 
nity party at the school last month.

Alert was 
sparked 
by pot of 
hair gel 

A DISCARDED container of 
hair gel sparked a security 
alert at Oswestry’s job cen¬ 
tre and led to the evacuation 
of the building. 

Dozens of jobseekers were 
asked to leave the centre on 
Oswald Road after staff 
raised the alarm about the 
suspect package last 
Wednesday. 

Several police officers 
attended the scene at 
10.35am and passer-bys 
were advised to stay clear of 
the building. 

Police spokesman Richard 
Ewels said: “Oswestry’s 
Jobcentre on Oswald Road 
was evacuated as a precau¬ 
tion after staff found a sus¬ 
pect package on the floor 
near one of the seats in the 
customer waiting area 

“It was a plastic bag 
wrapped around a container 
with some fluid inside. 

“However the bag’s owner 
turned up about 20 minutes 
later. The item was hair gel. ” 

Jobcentre manager Carol 
Roberts said staff did exactly 
as they were trained to do in 
the event of a security alert. 

She said: “It was a suspect 
package left by the customer 
waiting area and the staff 
did exactly what they were 
expected to do. 

“We evacuated the build¬ 
ing and kept the building 
clear until the police arrived 
to give us the all-clear. 

“You would never have 
guessed it was hair gel from 
the shape of the package.”

Ecstasy death man's family 
warn others of the dangers

THE devastated family of a Shropshire man 
who died after taking ecstasy has warned 
that nobody was immune from the ‘some¬ 
times tragic consequences’ of taking recre¬ 
ational drugs. 

Relatives of 21-year-old Lloyd Jones, of Oswestry, were 


speaking after an inquest 
held in London ruled his 
death was an accident. 

North London Coroner’s 
Court last week was told Mr 
Jones, of Thornhurst 
Avenue, died after taking 
ecstasy at a rave at London’s 
Alexandra Palace in Novem¬ 
ber last year. 

In a statement Mr Lloyd’s 
family said: “Lloyd was a 
much loved son, brother, 
grandson, nephew and 
cousin as well as a popular 
and loyal friend to many. 
The pain of losing him is dev¬ 
astating to us all. 

“We hope that others will 
learn that nobody is immune 
or invincible from the some¬ 
times tragic consequences of 
taking so called popular 
recreational drugs.” 

Another raver, 20-year- 
old Richard Baker, from 
Chessington, Surrey, col¬ 
lapsed and died after attend¬ 
ing the same venue the next 
night. 

The men’s deaths sparked 
a drugs alert from police. 

Dr Simon Poole, who con-

ducted the postmortem 
examination, told the 
inquest that he had con¬ 
cluded the cause of Mr 
Jones’s death was the toxic 
effects of MDMA - the pow¬ 
dered form of the potent 
party drug. 

He also found Mr Jones 
had suffered multiple organ 
failure. 

The inquest was told it 
was likely Mr Jones had 
bought the drugs from 
inside the event. 

Recording a verdict of 
accidental death, coroner 
Mr Andrew Walker said it 
was likely Mr Jones had died 
as the result of an overdose.

We must support our beleaguered dairy farmers 


I MUST be going soft. A few weeks ago I was 
sticking up for teachers and now I’m throw¬ 
ing my weight behind our local farmers. 

There’s a saying that you will never see a 
poor farmer but the facts are that you will be 
seeing an awful lot of them in the future if 
milk processors are allowed to get away with 
backdating price increases. 

In what other industry would you be 
allowed to renege on a contract and intro¬ 
duce a different pricing structure? Quite 
frankly the whole thing stinks of sour milk. 

Thankfully, the farming industry has 
united to oppose the increases and there are 
signs that the big dairies are backing down 
with a deal brokered at the Royal Welsh 
Show this week. 

Despite the positive talks the milk supply 
chain remains heavily skewed in favour of 
the big supermarkets and processors. 

The new deal gives farmers more bargain¬ 
ing power and insists they have at least 30 
days notice of any changes but does not go 



far enough and certainly doesn’t give them 
a fair price for the milk they produce. 

The NFU and The Farmers’ Union of 
Wales will fight to the end for a fair price. 

I get the feeling it won’t be enough and 
that ultimately the consumer will need to 
take action - and that might just mean boy¬ 
cotting dairy products in all our major 
supermarkets. Now I certainly have never 
seen a poor supermarket chain owner.

BUT TO the farmers who decided to 
travel in tractor convoy on the Welshpool- 


Oswestry road on Tuesday morning with 
their silage trailers, the message is clear. 
Leave some space for overtaking. 

HOLIDAYINuln^Ves'r'wales last week 
brought home to me just what a beautiful 
country we live in. 

The Welsh coast is home to some of the 
most stunning landscape in the world and 
also some of the nicest people - but they are 
really struggling to exist at the moment. 

So many business people on the coast are 
totally dependent on tourism and this ‘sum¬ 
mer’ has done nothing to help their cause. 

How these people still manage to greet 
you with a friendly smile and chat amazes 
me. They really do need our support. 

SO former News Of The World editors 
Rebekah Brooks and Andy Coulson were 
among eight people named to face a total of 
19 charges relating to phone hacking this 
week. The two are to be charged in connec¬ 


tion with the accessing of murdered school¬ 
girl Milly Dowler’s phone messages. They 
are among seven of the now-defunct paper’s 
former staff facing charges of conspiring to 
intercept communications. 

For legal reasons we must not pre-judge as 
both will vehemently deny any knowledge of 
the hacking during their watch but whether 
they knew, or not, does not defend the fact 
that tragic Milly’s phone HAD been hacked. 

The revelations after she went missing in 
Surrey in 2002 led to the closure of the Sun¬ 
day tabloid newspaper in July last year. 

How much damage the hacking actions 
caused to the investigation we will never 
know but we do know the devastating 
impact it had on the Dowler family. 

Most journalists in this country, like 
myself, are sickened by the actions of the few 
that have brought so much disrepute onto a 
proud industry. Thankfully the local media 
world remains the trusted institution that 
we are all proud to be involved in.

STAFF at an Oswestry pharmacy 
are celebrating after the phar¬ 
macy was named as one of just 
250 in the country which are 
Healthy Living pharmacies.

The pharmacy was one of 19 to 
achieve the accreditation in Shropshire. 

He said: “This is fantastic news for our 
customers as it shows how dedicated we are 
to providing a first class service when it 
comes to public health services. 

“We have always made it clear the health 
and wellbeing of our customers is our num¬ 
ber one priority but it is excellent news to 
have been officially recognised for this.”

Can I stop my ex-wife from moving our daughter to another school? 

What are the benefits of having a co-habitation document? 

Q: My girlfriend and I have been cohabiting for many years and now wish to separate. We own a house together and I am worried what will happen to it. Is there such a 
thing as common law man and wife? We did not have a cohabitation agreement and I am wondering about such a document should I live with someone again in the 
future. Can you advise me of the benefits of this please? 

A: It is a myth that there is such a thing as common law man and wife. In cases where the parties are married there is a duty to provide financial support throughout 
the relationship, whereas this does not exist for cohabitants. Where parties are married, legislation exists to give the Courts power to resolve property disputes on 
divorce and make a range of orders based on different factors. Married couples also have home rights, irrespective of the ownership of the property. The courts 
have no such power in relation to cohabitees. 

As cohabitants the law of property and trust determine how the parties’ interests in the property are owned. Given that your property is jointly owned there is a 
presumption that that you have a beneficial interest. The title deeds to the property will state how the property is held and these can be obtained from the Land 
Registry. The deeds to the property will be binding in the absence of any fraud, mistake, undue influence etc. 

The advantage of having a cohabitation agreement is that it lays down a framework to be used if the relationship breaks down. A record of the parties’ intentions, it 
provides certainty, concentrates both parties’ minds on actual or potential problems, now and in the future, and assists in pre-empting any problems. 

I would recommend that you discuss both of these issues with a family law specialist.

THE Welsh Conservative 
Group on Powys County 
Council has called for on- 
the-spot fines to be issued 
for dog owners not picking 
up after their pets. 

The Tories believe that 
the powers given to Powys 
County Council on April 
2011 in enforcing on and off 
street parking across the 
county should be extended 
to dog fouling issues too.

Stuart era brought back to 
life at Powis Castle fun day

VISITORS to Powis Castle travelled back to a time of baroque music, 
lace collars and musket fire with a Stuart fun day on Saturday. 

The National Trust property’s focus this year is on the Stuart era - a time of lace collars 
and musketfire as the civil war raged across the land. 

In the time of Charles I, both the ladies and the gentlemen wore ringlets in their hair 
and tied ribbons to their clothes. 

During the fun day period musicians played as Stuart characters created living history 
in the grounds and Stuart dance classes helped everyone feel like a true lady or gentleman. 

The old kitchens housed a Stuart cook 
while lacemakers showed off their skill else¬ 
where in the grounds. There was also quill 
writing, crafts for children and a Stuart trail. 

Alison Dyer from the National Trust said: 
“The true Stuart treasures lie in the castle 
itself. Our state bedroom has the only sur¬ 
viving example of a 1660s balustrade while 
our baroque ceiling paintings mirror those 
of the Doges Palace in Venice. 

“We also house two Thomas Tompian 
clocks, famed for an accuracy unsurpassed 
until the invention of the digital clock.” 

Powis Castle began life as the medieval 
fortress of the Welsh princes of Powys, who 
held onto their kingdom despite the threats 
of their more powerful neighbours in 
Gwynedd and England. 

In 1587, Powis was sold to Sir Edward 
Herbert who created the romantic long 
gallery which is richly decorated with the 
coats of arms of his ancestors. 

The first Marquess of Powis was forced 
into exile in 1668 due to his loyalty to the 
deposed King James II while in 1784, the 
marriage of Lady Henrietta Herbert and 
Edward Clive, son of Robert Clive of India, 
combined the Powis and Clive estates. 

In the early 20th Century, the 4th Earl of

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Date set for changes to 
recycling in Welshpool

RESIDENTS in Welshpool will 
soon be able to recycle much 
more of their waste when 
improved kerbside collections 
are introduced by Powys County 
Council. 


The new scheme, which is already estab¬ 
lished in many of the county’s towns, is pro¬ 
posed to start in Welshpool and Montgomery 
from the week beginning September 3 and 
will comprise of weekly recycling collections 
and a fortnightly rubbish collection. 

Householders will be given three recy¬ 
cling boxes - a red box for cans and plastic, a 
blue box for paper and card and an aqua box 
for glass, plus a black wheeled bin for non- 
recyclable rubbish. 

They can also request a small food waste 
caddy for the kitchen and a larger lockable 
version for outside storage if they currently 
don’t have one. 

The new scheme has worked well in other 
areas of the county, and has helped push 
Powys’ recycling rate up to 44 per cent, how¬ 
ever more work has to be done to reach the 
Welsh Government’s target of 52 per cent 
for 2012/13. 

Steve Holdaway, head of local and envi¬ 
ronmental services, said: “The council 
remains committed to recycling and this 
improved service will help us hit our targets 
and avoid financial penalties, as well as pro¬ 
tect the local environment.” 

A leaflet explaining the changes being 
sent out to householders includes a form for 
residents to request a smaller wheeled bin or 
food caddies. Deliveries 

Surgeries will also be held where resi¬ 
dents can speak to council staff, get more 
information and see examples of the new 
bins and containers, on July 30 at Welshpool 
Town Hall from 8.30am to 7.30pm and on 
August 6 at Montgomery Town Hall from 
2pm to 7pm.

The cupboard, which was 
purchased by a private 
Shropshire bidder, was con¬ 
signed by a Welsh border 
vendor, who also saw a 
Montgomeryshire oak 
dresser fetch £2,100 and 
rare English slipware circu¬ 
lar press moulded dish sell 
for £3,000, double its pre¬ 
sale estimate.

Plans in hand to breathe 
new life into historic site 


PLANS have been unveiled to breathe new 
life into an historic site in Ellesmere which 
is believed to have been the workplace of 
world-renowned engineer Thomas Telford. 

The Canal & Rivers Trust has commis¬ 
sioned Hyder Consulting to explore ways of 
transforming the Ellesmere Yard, which is 
located on the Llangollen Canal. 

Much of the site is Grade II listed and 
includes a blacksmith’s forge and joiner’s 
shop, dry dock and outbuildings. 

The yard’s development dates from about 
1806 and continues to this day as an opera¬ 
tional yard for the maintenance of the local 
canal network and as a base for the newly 
established trust. 

Businesses and new enterprises are now 
being encouraged to express an interest in 
becoming part of the heritage site. 

Tom Watson, a planning and regeneration 


consultant for Hyder Consulting, said: “The 
historic buildings and canal facilities will 
require substantial investment for their 
longer term conservation and also to bring 
them into a more economically viable use. 

“The trust is working to identify mecha¬ 
nisms to attract new investment and fund¬ 
ing. However, finding new economically 
viable uses for the buildings is also essential 
to underpinning this new investment. 

“The buildings lend themselves to a mix of 
uses, and the character and importance of 
the site means this is a unique opportunity 
for businesses looking for a canalside loca¬ 
tion with potential to attract visitors and 
continue using traditional skills. 

“The yard benefits from a fully opera¬ 
tional dry dock, a working blacksmith forge, 
carpenters workshop, storage building and 
offices.”

FARMERS in Mid Wales are being urged to be vigilant following a 
spate of ‘deeply worrying’ sheep rustling incidents. 

NFU Cymru in Montgomeryshire is asking farmers to look out for each 
other after it was revealed that just under 1,000 sheep have been taken since 
April 2010. 

In the most recent case, earlier this month, thieves stole 14 sheep from fields 
near Cefndreboeth, Berriew, near Welshpool. 

They made off with eight rams, two speckle-face sheep, two Texels and two Charol- 


lais, worth up to £1,000, sometime 
between July 7 and 14. 

Edward Chapman, NFU Mont¬ 
gomeryshire chairman, said: “It is deeply 
worrying for livestock farmers that this 
type of activity is on the increase and is 
starting to form an upward trend. 

“We now have a significant number of 
sheep thefts that have occurred through¬ 
out the county and it is unlikely that 
Montgomeryshire is alone in facing this 
problem, and the warning goes out to live¬ 
stock farmers around the country to be on 
their guard. 

Serious 

“Sheep rustling and farm theft is a seri¬ 
ous criminal activity and farmers need to 
remain vigilant. 

“Anyone who sees anything suspicious 
should take down any relevant informa¬ 
tion such as vehicle registration numbers 
and report the incident immediately to the 
police.”

A licence 
for felling 
might be 
required 

FARMERS in Mid Wales are 
being urged to check to see if 
a felling licence is needed to 
cut down hedgerows on their 
land. 

Over the past two years, 
the Forestry Commission 
Wales has recorded seven 
cases of illegal felling involv¬ 
ing hedges on farms. 

Farmers are required to 
renovate hedgerows under 
Welsh Government agri- 
environmental schemes, but 
licences can take up to 10 
weeks to administer. 

Chris Bottling, from the 
Forestry Commission Wales, 
said: “We appreciate that 
every autumn is a busy time 
on the farm, particularly for 
those wishing to meet grant 
claim deadlines for hedging 
work. 

“However, if you have tree 
felling work to do I would 
encourage farmers not to get 
caught out and to contact us 
well in advance to see 
whether a felling licence is 
required. 

“Doing this should then 
avoid any situations that 
may lead to a magistrates’ 
court appearance.” 

Failure to check if a 
licence is needed to fell trees 
could result in a fine of up to 
£2,500 or twice the value of 
the trees, whichever is the 
higher, along with a criminal 
record.

The Trust is committed to Putting Patients First. Making sure that our patients receive high quality and safe care is our top priority. 
One way in which we can do this is by making sure that our specialist doctors are in the right place at the right time to care for 
patients. This is a key reason why we are making changes to your hospital services over the next two years. In this article, we 
provide an update on the changes we are making to hospital services and other initiatives which are helping to improve the 
quality and safety of patient care. 


New surgical facilities open at RSH 

This week sees new surgical facilities opening at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital (RSH). In addition, a number of our 
adult inpatient surgical services, where patients have to stay overnight, are being brought together at RSH. This 
move is part of our commitment to provide the best possible care to patients across Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin 
and mid Wales. 



New Surgical Assessment Unit 


From 24 July: 

• All surgery requiring an overnight stay which is connected to 
arteries and veins, intestine, stomach, kidney and other organs 
will take place at RSH 

• Inpatient breast surgery will remain based at the Princess Royal 
Hospital (PRH) in Telford, while Trauma and Orthopaedics 
procedures will continue on both sites 

• Head and Neck inpatient surgery is currently based at the RSH 
but will be relocated to PRH in the autumn 

• Inpatient gynaecology services will remain at the RSH but are 
scheduled to move to PRH in 2014 as part of the new Women 
and Children's Unit. 


Most patients who visit our hospitals, though, will not be affected by the changes. Surgical outpatient appointments 
and day case surgery (which accounts for around 80% of surgical procedures) will continue to take place at both 
hospitals. You will still access emergency care in the same way you always have. If you need medical attention then 
you can seek advice from your GP, from out-of-hours service NHS Direct or from other local services. If you need 
urgent medical assistance then you will continue to talk to your GP or dial 999 and they will make sure you are 
directed to the right place for the care you need. 


Concentrating our surgical services at the RSH means that if your GP suspects you need urgent surgical care or if you 
call an ambulance because of abdominal pain, you will be directed/taken to the RSH. If you arrive in Telford and it is 
felt that you may need surgery, then you will be safely transferred to RSH. 


From this week, patients will benefit from a new Surgical Assessment Unit (SAU) at RSH, where they will be assessed 
and, if needed, taken quickly to theatre for surgery. There is also a new Surgical Short Stay ward where patients can 
be monitored and treated and either discharged home after a short stay or admitted to one of the impatient wards if 
they require ongoing care. 


We have also improved the layout of our surgical unit to help patients be treated faster and more easily. The new SAU 
is based next to theatres and critical care and there is a new entrance alongside A&E. Patients will also benefit from 
new shower facilities, day assessment, treatment, clinical and consulting rooms and additional counselling facilities. 


Work to start on new Women and Children's Unit

This summer, work is starting on building the new 
Women and Children's Unit at PRH, which is due to 
open in summer 2014. We will keep any disruption to 
a minimum. However, please bear with us as we work 
hard to build what will be a fantastic new facility for 
our communities. More information about this will be 
provided in the press and at the hospital over the next 
few weeks. 

It's important to remember that despite these 
changes, the majority of patients will continue to go 
to the same hospital as they do now.

Reducing the pressure 


Another area in which we are improving the quality 
of care for our patients is the work we are doing to 
prevent pressure ulcers for our patients. We know 
that pressure ulcers are painful and can cause distress 
and reduced quality of life for patients. We have 
already made great progress in this area and our aim 
is to eradicate all avoidable hospital acquired severe 
pressure ulcers (grade 3 and 4) by 2013. 



Improving our booking system 

We take our commitment to patient care seriously 
and are determined to make sure you are seen in a 
timely fashion. A review of our booking system in 2011 
identified a number of patients who had been waiting 
longer than we would like and outside the national 
NHS target of 18 weeks. Those departments most 
affected included ophthalmology; hearing assessment 
clinics; ear, nose and throat (ENT); orthopaedics and 
cardiology. We are pleased to report that only 4% of 
our English patients are waiting longer than 18 weeks, 
compared to 25% in June 2011. Despite this progress, 
we are determined to make further improvements 
throughout this year.

Changes 
at plant 
after fear 
of chlorine 

CHANGES will be made to 
Oswestry’s water treatment 
works because chlorine 
drum stores there pose an 
‘unacceptable risk to soci¬ 
ety’, it has been revealed. 

Owner United Utilities 
has applied for planning per¬ 
mission to replace the chlo¬ 
rine gas store at the 
Broomhall Lane works. 

The firm instead wants to 
use a safer method of disin¬ 
fecting water because of con¬ 
cerns chlorine gas could 
escape from the drum stores. 

It is applying to Shrop¬ 
shire Council for permission 
to build an electrochlorina¬ 
tion plant. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment submitted in support 
of the bid said the chlorine 
drum stores at Oswestry 
Water Treatment Works had 
been identified as having an 
‘unacceptable risk to soci¬ 
ety’ after risk assesments. 

“Replacing the existing 
chlorine drum stores with 
sodium hypochlorite will 
remove the threat associ¬ 
ated with chlorine by provid¬ 
ing an alternative water 
disinfection method. This 
chemical does not pose a 
threat as an airborne cloud 
of gas as chlorine does.” 

The statement adds: “The 
development has been 
designed to provide the 
required amount of sodium 
hypochlorite storage to meet 
the requirements of 
Oswestry Water Treatment 
Works’s supply population.”

F armers across Shropshire 
are turning to alarms, 
tracking devices and other 
security systems in a bid to 
beat the rising tide of rural 
crime, it has been claimed 
today. 

Hi-tech security kits are being 
snapped up by farmers across the 
county looking to protect oil tanks, 
outbuildings, machinery and other 
high-value items for thieves. 

David Greaves, one of the firm’s 
partners, said: "There’s been an 
increase in rural crime generally 
and the business I run tries to 
help combat that on farms and 
around homes.

“We do that with technology such 
as fuel tank alarms that will set 
off an audible sound if anyone 
messes around with a diesel tank.” 
“There are also long distance alert 
systems that will work on farms 
and outbuildings up to half a 
mile away.” 

Mr Greaves, who worked as 
a special constable in Market 
Drayton for 18 years, launched 
the business in 2008 and has sold 
70 of his products in the last 12 
months, compared to 56 in the 
previous year. 

The most popular item has been 
a wireless perimeter alarm 
system for sheds, barns and other 
outbuildings with a range of up to 
half a mile. 


Mr Greaves said: "There’s an awful 
lot of interest in our products 
from the Shropshire farming 
community and I’m regularly at 
the Livestock Market in Market 
Drayton where I take enquiries 
and a lot of orders from farmers. 

Figures released last year by one 
of the UK’s leading rural insurers, 
NFU Mutual, showed that thefts 
had cost the West Midlands 
agricultural industry almost 10 
million last year. 

Almost two thirds of NFU Mutual’s 
branched has reported an increase 
in rural crime in their area, with 
so-called ‘agri-crime’ on Britain’s 
farms rising by 17 per cent over 
the last two years.

Warning over meow, meow drug 


DYFED Powys Police are warning par¬ 
ents and their children of the dangers 
of the illegal Class B drug Mephedrone, 
commonly known as meow, meow. 

This drug is a fine white or off white 
crystalised powder which was origi¬ 
nally sold as a legal alternative to 
cocaine and amphetamine. However, 
since April 2010 it has became illegal to 
possess or supply. 

The effects of Mephedrone are that 
users feel euphoric, very alert and talk¬ 
ative. However, some users feel anx¬ 


ious and paranoid. The long term side 
effects are still largely unknown, but 
the drug is very addictive. 

“There are some serious side effects 
to using meow meow,” said Chief 
Inspector Richard Lewis. “These can 
include heart attack, seizures, sweat¬ 
ing and paranoia. 

“Some signs to look out for after use, 
known as the ‘come down’, are that 
users can become very emotional and 
some can be quite aggressive. The drug 
also suppresses the appetite and need 


for sleep and users can quickly suffer 
from sleep deprivation and lack of 
nourishment. 

“Users will also develop a unique 
odour, similar to stale cat urine. They 
will be unable to smell it on them¬ 
selves, but through perspiration it will 
be smelt on skin, clothes and hair.”

The school will be renamed St Martins School in Septem¬ 
ber when it is joins up with the village’s Ifton Heath Pri¬ 
mary School to create Shropshire’s first all age school. 


Children's 
behaviour 
programme 
wins award 

A PROGRAMME to help 
parents, teachers and chil¬ 
dren in Powys to address 
behaviour problems has 
scooped a Welsh NHS award. 

Powys Teaching Health 
Board was recognised in the 
Working Seamlessly Across 
Organisations category at 
the NHS Wales Awards for 
its Incredible Years pro¬ 
gramme. 

Staff at the teaching board 
worked as a partner of the 
Powys Children and Young 
People’s Partnership and 
Barnardos Cymru to help 
families and schools develop 
skills to help with early 
intervention and prevention 
of behaviour difficulties in 
children. 

Shelley Davies, strategic 
manager Powys Children 
and Young People’s Partner¬ 
ship, said: “We are delighted 
that the work of all our 
organisations together to 
improve the lives of chil¬ 
dren, young people and their 
families in Powys has been 
recognised. 

“By working with parents 
at an early stage we can help 
them to develop positive cop¬ 
ing skills that will help their 
children and prevent behav¬ 
ioural problems occurring.” 

More than 1,000 parents 
in Powys have attended par¬ 
ent groups and staff in 40 
per cent of primary and 
infant schools have received 
training in the programmes. 


Ofsted inspectors con¬ 
ducted the two-day inspec¬ 
tion in June and reported 
that ‘all groups of students 
make good progress . . . 
because all staff know their 
needs well and understand 
how to support them. This is 
helped by the small class 
sizes’. 

Ofsted said ‘teaching was 
good’ and ‘teachers worked 
hard to successfully engage 
students in their learning’. 

Staff, students and par¬ 
ents felt that the school had 
taken a firm line with any 
behaviour which did not 
meet the high standards 
expected of all students. 

Strong 

It was reported that lead¬ 
ers and managers modelled 
best practice and motivated 
staff and students well. 

Ofsted concluded that 
recent improvements at the 
school together with the 
effectiveness of the acting 
head teacher, indicated a 
strong capacity for further 
improvement 

Acting headteacher Nigel 
Keates said: “I am delighted 
that Ofsted have recognised 
the family ethos at the 
school which strives to meet 
the individual needs of all 
students to ensure every 
child achieves the very best 
they can.” 

The new school, which 
will open in September, will 
educate youngsters from the 
ages of three to 16. Initially 
it will run from both the sec¬ 
ondary school and the pri¬ 
mary school sites. It will be 
based solely on the Rhyn 
Park site from 2014. 

A campaign by parents 
from Ifton Heath to keep the 
primary school by opening 
as an academy failed after 
the Department of Educa¬ 
tion rejected an application.

SIMON Roberts will be working 
on the front line at the Olympic 
Games - but he won’t be seeing 
much of the greatest sports 
show on earth. 

Instead, he’ll be spending his time tak¬ 
ing care of some of the world’s most valu¬ 
able ankles, knees and shoulders. 

Mr Simon Roberts, to give him his for¬ 
mal title, is swapping his day job as con¬ 
sultant orthopaedic and sports injury 
surgeon at the Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital near 
Oswestry to work at the athletes’ poly¬ 
clinic in the Olympic Village. 

As one of the leading sports injury sur¬ 
geons in the country, he has been called 
upon to treat big-money Premier League 
football stars, including players from 
Manchester United, Manchester City 
and Liverpool. 

After volunteering his services to the 
Chief Medical Officer, 50-year-old Simon 
will be treating Olympic competitors 
already carrying injuries, and those who 
incur knocks and crocks during the

course of competition events. 

“A lot of athletes will be performing on 
the edge of injury, and some will be carry¬ 
ing them - when sportsmen and women 
say they are 100 per cent fit they will 
often have something that needs looking 
at,” he says. 

Liaise 

“Obviously a lot of teams will bring 
their own individual sports doctors, but 
they need someone for the athletes who 
perhaps don’t have a doctor and also to 


liaise with the teams coming over for pro¬ 
viding investigations and treatments. 

“One of the promises from organisers 
was that there would be the best medical 
services there have ever been for the 
Olympics, and so they are acquiring all 
sorts of specialities.” 

Nearby hospitals are on standby for 
surgery, but the purpose-built Olympic 
Village facility is world class and state of 
the art, packed with equipment includ¬ 
ing MR and CT scanners, X- Ray and 


ultrasound machines. The facilities they 
have for investigations is pretty much 
the same as this hospital has - second to 
none,” adds Simon. 

‘Second to none’ might also be used to 
describe Simon’s skill and expertise in 
the field of sports injuries. 

“I’m a bit unusual in being an 
orthopaedic surgeon who just does sports 
injuries as most sports medicine special¬ 
ists are physicians, but the athletes need 
a balance of all sorts of experts there. 


“I am going to be involved with muscu¬ 
loskeletal injuries, either over-usage 
injuries, and many of the athletes will be 
carrying injuries into the Games, ten¬ 
dinitis, muscle strains, pains, joint 
injuries, joint instability - the types of 
injuries we see day to day here are the 
types of injuries I expect to see with ath¬ 
letes at the Games. 

“Injuries incurred in competition are 
likely to be muscle strains, joint sprains 
and recurrences of old injuries.” 


And he is prepared to see athletes from 
an array of different disciplines - not nec¬ 
essarily a wealth of weightlifters with 
backache beating a path to his door. 

Simon, who played rugby for England 
students and was the European junior 
champion in water skiing had to retire 
after shoulder and ankle injuries. 

“There is unlimited funding for it, but 
no payment to the doctors. The hospital 
trust here has give me special leave to go 
there.” 


Limit on 
speed at 
accident 
blackspot 

A 50MPH speed limit it to be 
imposed at a junction on one 
of Shropshire’s busy trunk 
roads. 

The Maesbury Road junc¬ 
tion on the A483 Oswestry 
bypass has seen several seri¬ 
ous injury accidents and 
deaths since it was built 
more than 20 years ago. 

In the five years between 
2005 and 2010 there were 14 
personal injury accidents. 

Campaigners have been 
calling for road safety 
improvements on the road 
for many years. 

Now the Secretary of 
State for Transport has pro¬ 
posed making a 50 mile an 
hour speed limit order, 500 
metres in each direction. 

It could be just the begin¬ 
ning of more road safety 
measures for the road. 

Adrian Slack from the 
Highways Agency said: “A 
significant proportion of the 
collisions involved right 
turn manoeuvres and speed 
was also considered to be a 
factor in the collisions. 

“The 50 miles an hour 
speed limit is being pro¬ 
moted to take advantage of 
safety benefits which would 
result form the introduction 
of the new speed limit as 
quickly as possible, prior to 
the conclusions of any inves¬ 
tigations into the prohibi¬ 
tion of right turning 
movements.”

Farmers 
warned 
to check 
licences 

FARMERS in Mid Wales are 
bring urged to check to see if 
a felling licence is needed to 
cut down hedgerows on their 
land. 

Over the past two years, 
the Forestry Commission 
Wales has recorded seven 
cases of illegal felling involv¬ 
ing hedges on farms. 

Farmers are required to 
renovate hedgerows under 
Welsh Government agri- 
environmental schemes, but 
licences can take up to 10 
weeks to administer. 

Chris Bottling, from the 
Forestry Commission Wales, 
said: “We appreciate that 
every autumn is a busy time 
on the farm, particularly for 
those wishing to meet grant 
claim deadlines for hedging 
work. 

“However, if you have tree 
felling work to do I would 
encourage farmers not to get 
caught out and to contact us 
well in advance to see 
whether a felling licence is 
required. 

“Doing this should then 
avoid any situations that 
may lead to a magistrates’ 
court appearance.” 

Failure to check if a 
licence is needed to fell trees 
could result in a fine of up to 
£2,500 or twice the value of 
the trees, whichever is the 
higher, along with a criminal 
record.

THE population of Powys 
has grown by 6,700 in the 
past 10 years, according to 
last year’s Census. 

The rise of 5.3 per cent 
means there are 133,000 res¬ 
idents in 58,400 households 
in the county - however, it 
has bucked the national 
trend, as population growth 
has slowed in the county. 

In the previous decade 
there had been a growth of 
7,000, Powys County Coun¬ 
cil said. Lee Evans, council 
spokesman, said: “The 
Office of National Statistics 
has issued the first release of 
estimates from the 2011 
Census. 

“On census night, March 
27, 2011, there were an esti¬ 
mated 133,000 residents and 
58,400 households in Powys. 

“The population of Powys 
grew by 6,700 in the 10 years 
since the last census, an 
increase of 5.3 per cent, from 
126,300 in 2001. This was 
slightly lower than the popu¬ 
lation growth of 7,000 in the 
previous decade. 

“The percentage of the 
population in Powys aged 65 
and over was the highest 
seen in any census at 23 per 
cent - a total of 30,200.” 

He added there were 1,400 
residents in Powys aged 90 
and over in 2011, compared 
with 1,000 in 2001 and just 
600 in 1991. There were 
6,600 children under five in 
Powys compared with 6,800 
in 2001 and 7,000 in 1991.

Creating the service hub, which would 
also make the use of the building more cost 
effective, it would be less likely to attract 
service reductions, Councillor Barrow said. 

“Now some concerns have been addressed 
staff are now committed to a trial of the 
service hub. However, this will not take 
place until staff are satisfied that the tech¬ 
nology is working and effective, and any 
trial is closely monitored,” Councillor Bar- 
row said. 

She added: “I was happy to meet with the 
public who came to the meeting.”

Find this rare spider - and 
make experts jump for joy

PICTURE the scene. You’re in a strange, 
warm, tree-fringed marsh- land. 

In the distance a deer gives an alarm call - 
you’ve been spotted, but has anything else 
spotted you? Your guide tells you to be aware. 
Watch your step and stay alert; there are 
hunters here. You strain your eyes to look 
through the mist. It comes and goes, some¬ 
times off in the distance, sometimes a thick 
cloak at your feet. You inch your way for¬ 
ward. There is one predator you must see 
before it sees you. 

It’s a fearsome beast, furry with orange, 
black and white stripes. It stalks it prey with 
slow, methodical movements and then 
pounces, sinking its fangs deep into the body 
cavity and holding its victim steadfastly as it 
kicks and then dies. 

You’re on the lookout for this magnificent 
creature, but sadly you may be too late. It’s so 
rare it is only known in a couple sites across 
the country and you’re going to need a heck 
of a lot of luck to see it. 

No, it’s not the enigmatic Bengal tiger, it’s 
the equally mysterious distinguished jump¬ 
ing spider, and you are not in the middle of an 
Indian swamp, but a bog in Shropshire. 

Strictly speaking I perhaps shouldn’t be 
tempting you with this wee beastie, but then 
again, the distinguished jumping spider is in 
serious need of a helping hand and it is only 
currently known on two sites - one in Essex 
and one in Kent. 

This ‘jumper’ needs marshland or bog to

survive and we here in Shropshire have an 
abundance of both. If you think you can iden¬ 
tify this ‘distinguished’ spider, you’ll be an 
instant hero to arachnologists around Britain 
(but not arachnophobes). However you will 
need to identify a jumping spider before you 
can identify each specific species. 

Jumpers, as a family have only 37 members 
in the UK, but worldwide it is the largest spi¬ 
der group, with over 5,000 species. 

They all have their large front eyes to locate 
and stalk prey. They move slowly until they 
are close enough to pounce, and their hunting 
behaviour has been described as cat-like, or 
maybe I should say ‘tiger-like’. 

Thanks to their acute eyesight, they can 
accurately judge the distances they need to 
jump. In fact, they have the best eyesight of 
any arachnid. Before jumping they glue a silk 
thread to the surface that they are jumping 
from so that if they miss they can climb up the 
thread and try again. 

When jumping spiders meet, the male car¬ 
ries out a courtship dance - the better the 
dance, the more likely the female will want to 
mate However, despite their good eyesight, 
males will sometimes accidentally perform a 
mating dance in front of another male. When 


this happens the two males usually fight. This 
is an exquisitely interesting display but if 
you’re not lucky enough to find a pair of jump¬ 
ing spiders, fear not, males will also perform 
courtship dances in front of their own reflec¬ 
tion in a mirror. So good luck in your search 


for a jumping spider and if you find a ‘distin¬ 
guished’ one, it won’t be the only illustrious 
creature to make the news, for you will too!

holders 

fighting 

sell-off 

PEOPLE who grow their 
own vegetables in Ellesmere 
could still be turfed off the 
land despite a campaign to 
block Shropshire Council 
from selling it. 

A bitter dispute has bro¬ 
ken out between allotment 
users and Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, which has arranged an 
auction in September - 
despite uncertainty about 
whether it has permission to 
sell the land. 

The council has written to 
the tenants to tell them that 
the land at the back of Birch 
Road will be sold. 

But if the land is deemed 
‘statutory allotments’ then 
the sale would be scrapped 
and the council would need 
permission from the Secre¬ 
tary of State to sell the plot. 

Martin Taylor-Smith, 
Shropshire Council’s Cabi¬ 
net member with responsi¬ 
bilities for service 
transformation and organi¬ 
sational development, said: 
“If the allotments are 
deemed statutory, they will 
not be sold at the auction. 

“We are seeking to verify if 
they are or are not statutory 
and will be guided by our 
legal advisors.” 

An allotment can be 
classed as statutory land 
depending on how long the 
lease holder or free holder 
has been using the land as an 
allotment. 

The public auction is due 
to take place on September

Steeplechase Olympic star was 
on 1953 Everest climb shortlist

WITH the Olympics upon us, 
let’s recall the life and exploits 
of Oswestry’s greatest ever 
Olympian - steeplechasing leg¬ 
end John Disley. 

His finest hour came with a bronze in 
the 3,000 metre steeplechase in the 1952 
Helsinki Olympics. 

If that sounds as if he scaled a personal 
Everest, the analogy is especially apt, as 
Disley’s first sporting love was moun¬ 
taineering and, had the cards fallen dif¬ 
ferently, he might today be celebrated as 
one of the team who conquered Everest in 
1953. 

Disley also took part in the 1956 Mel¬ 
bourne Olympic Games, where he was 
sixth in the 3,000 metres steeplechase, 
despite having suffered viral pneumonia 
six weeks beforehand. 

To his Olympics exploits can be added 
five British records in the steeplechase, 
and four at two miles. In 1955, he was the 
BBC Wales Sports Personality of the Year. 

“In 1955 I was totally unbeatable and 
knew it, and it did not matter who they 
wheeled in. It was not a question of good 
or bad races. I just ran and at the bell I 
turned it on. I had the satisfaction of see¬ 
ing people just fall behind,” he said. 

He was born in Corris, Gwynedd, on 
November 20, 1928, and went to 
Oswestry High School, which is where he 
began running. 

“I just knew I could run at school, 
because I used to win races and when I 
got to college I found I could still win 
races. The one thing that motivates you 
is success,” he said.

He was encouraged by his teacher at 
Oswestry, Bert Fisher, to go on to Lough¬ 
borough Physical Education College, and 
that was to shape his life thereafter. 

“I wasn’t a good enough runner to be a 
miler. I was fourth best in the country 
and they only had three places in the 
British team. So I took up steeplechas¬ 
ing.” 

An experienced mountaineer, he was 
on the shortlist for John Hunt’s Everest 


expedition. But he had to choose between 
the Olympics in 1952 and Everest in 
1953. While running and mountaineer¬ 
ing might seem very different, he said: 
“They are both fairly lonely activities. 
Most of the time you are really competing 
against yourself.” 

He was actually responsible for the 
introduction of orienteering to this coun¬ 
try, discovering it in the early 1950s in 
Sweden. He wrote the first book in Eng¬ 


lish on the subject. He was a founder 
member of Oswestry Olympians athlet¬ 
ics club, and is still its patron. Although 
we are celebrating him as a son of 
Oswestry, we may be doing Gobowen a 
disservice, as in our archives he is 
described in 1952 as a “young Gobowen 
steeplechaser” and in 1956 he is a “Gob¬ 
owen schoolmaster” (can anybody recall 
which Gobowen school?). 

Disley married Sylvia Cheeseman, a 


top sprinter who herself won a bronze at 
the 1952 Olympics. His involvement 
with sports was not fleeting in the 
1950s - he was one of the founders of the 
London Marathon, and vice chairman of 
the Sports Council from 1974 to 1982. 

We’re not sure where he lives now, but 
as a keen conservationist with a love of 
Snowdonia, who was elected president of 
the Snowdonia Society in 2003, that 
might be a good clue.

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Warning 
housing 
crisis on 
the way 

MID Wales could be heading 
for an affordable housing 
crisis unless more new 
homes are built each year, it 
has been claimed. 

Shane Perkins, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Mid Wales Hous¬ 
ing Association, said 345 
new affordable homes were 
needed in Powys each year to 
meet demand, with the asso¬ 
ciation pledging £25 million 
to build 400 homes over the 
next four years. 

Now he is urging Powys 
County Council to work with 
him in delivering the homes 
needed. The council said 
bosses have met with Mr 
Perkins and will consider 
the issue in the coming 
weeks. Mr Perkins said: 
“There is a shocking short¬ 
age of affordable housing in 
the region and we need to 
work with the council to 
respond to the problem. 

“While I am proud of the 
association’s plans to invest 
nearly £25m to build over 
400 new homes in the next 
four years, it is woefully 
inadequate to meet the need. 

“Powys has one of the 
highest populations of older 
people in the UK making 
this area of need particularly 
acute,” he said. 

“Without a clear plan, 
companies engaged in the 
provision of services for the 
elderly will inevitably focus 
on the major towns, and this 
may not be the most appro¬ 
priate place for services to be 
provided.”

And inside there’s improved ‘Stow ’n’ Go’ 
seating, a feature which has seen Chrysler 
lead the market. The new second row ‘Stow 
’n’ Go’ seats are bigger and the comfortable 
captain's chairs fold into the floor at the 
touch of a button. 

The range-topping Limited model can be 
specified with an alternative system called 
‘Swivel ’n’ Go’. This lets you rotate the two 
chairs in the middle row so they face the 
rearmost seats. 

Leather-wrapped 

The interior gets lots of new features. The 
entry LX model gets a new leather-wrapped 
steering wheel with audio controls and 
cruise control as standard. 

Touring models benefit from the addition 
of Bluetooth connectivity with voice recog¬ 
nition, auto dimming rear view mirror, 
AM/FM/CD/DVD radio with a 6%in touch 
screen, 30GB hard disk drive and rear 
reversing camera.

controls. 

The Touring also brings electric driver’s 
seat adjustment and overhead storage bins, 
while top-spec Limited cars get rain-sensi¬ 
tive wipers, a brilliant parking camera - the 
best I have seen - leather upholstery, sat- 
nav and DVD screens in the rear 

Limited models also receive blind-spot 
monitoring, crosspath detection and new 
Nappa leather upholstery. 

All Grand Voyagers are powered by a 2.8- 
litre CRD diesel engine producing 161bhp at 
3800rpm and 2651b/ft of torque. 

This gives the people carrier a 0-62mph 
time of 12.8 seconds and a top speed of 
115mph. Yet the car can return 33.6mpg 
(combined) fuel economy, and has a C02 fig¬ 
ure of 222g/km. 

At £36,245 for the Limited edition on test 
I expected a slightly better ride but han¬ 
dling and the constant need for the auto¬ 
matic box to change down to deal with the 
slightest of incline took the edge off the 
experience. 

In the cabin you sit with a commanding 
view and the seating is comfortable enough. 

Controls are straight forward and easy to 
find though you do need to stretch a bit to 
reach everything. 

Safety kit includes six airbags and stabil¬ 
ity control, and there’s front deadlocks, an 
alarm and an engine immobiliser as stan¬ 
dard.

Miles took nine wickets for seven runs, and then held the catch that ended the Studley 
innings - scuppering his chance of taking all ten.

Glamour girl Kelly 
can be local hero 


WHEN Kelly Edwards joins childhood 
friends Danny Williams and Gemma Howell 
at the London 2012 Olympics, her thoughts 
will turn to her home town of Telford. 

The 21-year-old rising star is hopeful of success 
during the biggest tournament of her life - though 
she will also make sure the event gives her invalu¬ 
able experience. 

“The competition will be amazingly tough,” she

said. “I’m aware of the other girls who’ll be com¬ 
peting. I’m only 21, so London will be a great 
opportunity at the early part of my senior career. 
I think it will give me great experience as I look 
towards future championships, like Europeans, 
Worlds and more Olympics. 

“I’m keen to progress through the ranks, but 
right now, all of my focus is on doing my best at 
London.” 

Telford has played a key part in her success. 
“It’s very important to remember where you came 
from and how hard you’ve worked to get to where 
you are now,” she explained. 

“Telford, for me, means everything. There are 
so many people who helped me to achieve success 
in judo. There were lots of people who went the 
extra mile to help me in my career. 

Support 

“When I needed gym time or when I needed to 
train, people made sure I could use their facilities. 
Oakengates Leisure Centre, for instance, used to 
help me, as did the White House Gym, in Telford. I 
wouldn’t be where I am now without the help and 
support of venues like that.” 

Edwards started her career at the Wrekin Star 
Judo Club, which remains her ‘home’. 

“That’s where I started and it’s always been my 
club, with Gareth Mapp, my coach. Basically, 
they’ve been with me from the start,” she said. 

Edwards began her career as a gymnast but 
moved to judo after her judo enthusiast mother, 
Alison offered her £5 in return for trying judo. 

From then, Kelly was hooked and soon started 
beating up the boys at the judo club even though 
they were 20kg heavier. 

She has an impressive CY having been named 
the 2006/2007 BJA Young Female Player of the 
Year. Her results have also steadily improved, she 
earned bronze in the 2005 British Trials and 
matched that a year later with bronzes in the 


Olympic Hopes U17 A tournament, the Cadet Kiev 
A and the Belford Cadet events. 

In 2007, she struck gold at the International 
Dutch Youth Cup and bronze in the Cadet Polish 
International, European Youth Olympics and 
British Junior Championships. 

Two more bronze medals followed in 2008, at the 
Junior European Championships and the Junior 
Russia A tournament while Edwards took gold in 
2009 at the U20 British Trials. She also won a silver 
medal at a senior championships, the Orenburg 
European Cup. 

A key influence in her development into an inter¬ 
national player was her mother, who went back on 
the mat to train her daughter. Five months later, 
Alison was sporting a black eye that she couldn’t 
hide with make-up and Edwards was clearly mak¬ 
ing progress. “My family are a big influence on 
me,” added Edwards. 

The star, who lives and trains in Dartford, Kent, 
has big championship experience, fighting 
throughout Europe and in the Tokyo World Cham¬ 
pionships, where she lost in the third round to Por¬ 
tugal’s Leandra Freitas. 

“I was thrown in at the deep end to an extent but 
I definitely think I am better for it and I hope to use 
that experience in London,” she said. “This is not a 
short-term thing. I want to be involved after Lon¬ 
don.” 

Edwards won’t change any of her normal prepa¬ 
rations as she plans her London campaign. 

She added: “I know what works for me and I’m 
not planning to change anything. For London 2012, 
I’ll give 110 per cent in training but keep my prepa¬ 
rations exactly the same.” 

The former Thomas Telford School pupil served 
notice of her international pedigree by claiming 
European junior bronze in Warsaw in 2008 and 
honed her skills ahead of her GB bow by going toe- 
to-toe with 2009 Japanese World Championship 
gold medallist Tomoko Fukumi.

Residents up in arms over 
plans for new energy plant 


A LARGE energy plant in the Shropshire 
countryside which could power hundreds of 
homes has been backed by council planners, 
despite residents saying it will ‘blight their 
lives on a daily basis’. 

HF & N J Williams & Sons have tabled plans for the 
anaerobic digester at Lea Hall Farm, near Shrews- 

It would produce enough H by DdVid SGddOII 
electricity to supply 1,176 H- 1 - 


local households annually 
and operate for 24 hours a 
day. 

Shropshire Council mem¬ 
bers will be asked to approve 
the plans at a meeting on 
Thursday, after planning 
officers said it would not cre¬ 
ate any adverse impacts on 
the whole. It comes despite a 
string of objections from 
locals. 

Resident Gillian Stokes 
said: “Residents of The Lea 
will have their daily lives 
blighted by this develop¬ 
ment. Traffic will increase - 
the daily numbers are an 
increase in volume of 46 per 
cent - this is certainly not an 
insignificant increase. 

“The only person who will 
benefit here is the applicant 
and therefore the plans have 
been developed without a 
thought for the residents. 

“The council has a duty to 
safeguard the amenity and 
environment of the resi¬ 
dents of The Lea and this 
development is not justi¬ 
fied.” 


Tony Collins said: “We 
note that there is to be a sub¬ 
station as part of the plan 
but have not ascertained any 
further details regarding 
this. Will there be power 
lines and pylons added to the 
plans at a later date? This 
could materially affect the 
impact of the overall plan.” 

But in a report to commit¬ 
tee, council case officer Gra¬ 
ham French concluded: 
“Overall, it is considered 
that the proposed develop¬ 
ment would not give rise to 
unacceptably adverse 
impacts on the environ¬ 
ment, local amenities or 
other interests of acknowl¬ 
edged importance.” 

The 500kWe Anaerobic 
Digestion (AD) plant would 
be used to process and man¬ 
age up to 10,500 tonnes of 
feedstock comprising 7,500 
tonnes of green energy crops 
and 3,000 tonnes of poultry 
manure each year. Plans 
include an AD digester tank, 
storage building, storage 
tank and substation.

Housing 

scheme 

moving 

forward 

PLANS TO inject £1.4 mil¬ 
lion into a run-down social 
housing development near 
Shrewsbury have moved a 
step closer after council 
bosses recommended the 
scheme for approval. 

Developers have submit¬ 
ted plans which would see 12 
bedsit bungalows in Chapel 
Close, Bomere Heath, 
demolished and replaced 
with modern homes. 

The new properties would 
include six two-bed bunga¬ 
lows, three two-bed houses 
and three three-bed homes. 

Meanwhile, a further six 
existing bedsit bungalows 
would be extended to 
become one-bed properties. 

The homes belong to Sev- 
ernside Housing Associa¬ 
tion, and the majority are 
rented to elderly people. 

Sepp Sargeant, head of 
investment services at Sev- 
ernside, said he hoped the 
revamp would increase 
demand. 

“The driving force behind 
this is low demand, due to 
property type,” he said. 

Under the scheme elderly 
residents already living in 
Chapel Close will not have to 
move, but will have their 
existing homes refurbished. 

Now the plans move a step 
closer, after they were rec¬ 
ommended for approval by 
officers ahead of Shropshire 
Council’s central planning 
committee. If the plans are 
approved, work is expected 
to start in September. 


Last-ditch campaign will

But with the developers 
needing to run their plans 
past transport secretary 
Justine Greening, cam¬ 
paigners believe they still 
have a final opportunity to 
stop the proposals. 

The group has been ask¬ 
ing local residents to write to 
the Secretary of State for 
Transport to prevent the 
work taking place. 

Alison Bukhari, co-chair 
of the STCRA, said high¬ 
ways department officials 
had indicated it was unlikely 
that tables and chairs cur¬ 
rently stationed outside 


shops would be allowed to 
move further into the 
Square. She said the cam¬ 
paign was about what the 
end result is going to be. 

“We will lose our cafe cul¬ 
ture in the Square,” she 
said. 

Richard Bishop, secretary 
of Shrewsbury Civic Society, 
said: “Any business taking 
over part of the public 
domain would create an 
unfortunate precedent 
opening the floodgates for 
other areas beneficially used 
for centuries by the citizens 
of Shrewsbury being trans¬ 
ferred into private hands 
and gated.” 

The developers say replac¬ 
ing and relocating the cur¬ 
rent shop fronts will create a 
‘uniform and coherent’ look, 
which would boost trade and 
improve the shopping expe¬ 
rience in the town. 

The changes will affect a 
number of shops, including 
Starbucks, Viyella and the 
RAF careers’ office.

And inside there’s improved ‘Stow ’n’ Go’ 
seating, a feature which has seen Chrysler 
lead the market. The new second row ‘Stow

All Grand Voyagers are powered by a 2.8- 
litre CRD diesel engine producing 161bhp at 
3800rpm and 2651b/ft of torque. 

This gives the people carrier a 0-62mph 
time of 12.8 seconds and a top speed of 
115mph. Yet the car can return 33.6mpg 
(combined) fuel economy, and has a C02 fig¬ 
ure of 222g/km. 

At £36,245 for the Limited edition on test 
I expected a slightly better ride but han¬ 
dling and the constant need for the auto¬ 
matic box to change down to deal with the 
slightest of incline took the edge off the 
experience. 

In the cabin you sit with a commanding 
view and the seating is comfortable enough. 
Controls are straight forward and easy to 
find though you do need to stretch a bit to 
reach everything. 

Safety kit includes six airbags and stabil¬ 
ity control, and there’s front deadlocks, an 
alarm and an engine immobiliser as stan¬ 
dard.

Sparkling line-up to 
celebrate the jubilee 



The Queen’s Diamond Jubilee has been 
the big news and cause for celebrations 
throughout the country this summer. 

And there was extra cause to mark Her Majesty’s reign 
among workers at Land Rover’s Solihull factory, who have 
been supplying vehicles to the Royal Family for almost all of 
those 60 glorious years. 

Some of these formed part of a special exhibition at the 
Motor Heritage Centre at Gaydon, Warwickshire, to mark 
the jubilee - and were later brought out for fortunate mem¬ 
bers of the press to drive. 

I tried a classic 1995 long wheelbase Range Rover, which 
bore no special markings because it was the private trans¬ 
port of the late Queen Mother. Its extra eight inches of 
wheelbase over the standard model was devoted to extra 
legroom in the rear, and it came with running boards acting 
as steps either side, as well as the ability to lower its air sus¬ 
pension to make getting in and out easier (now a standard 
feature). 

Expert 

I took it around the museum’s grounds in the chauffeur’s 
position, as well as trying out the rear seats with a Land 
Rover expert at the controls. 

One of the oldest vehicles in display was a 1954 Series 1 
Land Rover modified by the company’s special vehicle oper¬ 
ations team. The body had a open-topped rear platform, 
with glass on three sides and opulent leather seating, to be 
used on state occasions so that the British people could get 
a good look (to save nothing of a wave) from their Queen. 

It was one of the vehicles which she and Prince Philip

took with them on a six-month Commonwealth tour after 
the Coronation. 

Also among the collection was a 1983 Land Rover 110 sta¬ 
tion wagon, one of the first long-wheelbase models, which 
was the Queen’s personal transport at Sandringham and 
Balmoral for 18 years before she gave it to the Heritage 
Motor Centre and took delivery of a new model. 

Visitors to the exhibition also saw a 1958 Series II Land 
Rover, a Vanden Plas Princess limousine and the Queen’s 
own 1971 Rover saloon.

Williams: We deserve bigger show 


SHREWSBURY Olympic hopeful Danny 
Williams insists the Team GB judo stars have 
not been given the recognition they deserve 
ahead of London 2012. 

The Shrewsbury judoka is in the Olympic 
squad after netting the under-73kg berth for 
the Games and is out to end the 12-year wait 
for an Olympic medal in the sport - since Kate 
Howey won silver in Sydney - on Monday. 

GB judo ripped up their blueprint last Sep¬ 
tember and appointed Daniel Lascau to 
replace Margaret Hicks as performance direc¬ 
tor after a disappointing World Champi¬ 
onships. 

It has given the squad an extra lift but 
Williams believes the squad’s hard work 
before London has gone unnoticed. 

The 23-year-old said: “It’s such a hard slog 


and to get noticed for three months every four 
years doesn’t really justify it. 

“It’s a hard sport and the stuff you have to 
go through you don’t see in the papers. 

“Euan Burton got a world bronze medal in 
2010 and I didn’t see it in any paper. 

“To me, personally, he’s trained harder 
than a lot of professional footballers. 

Coverage 

“That’s the way it is, though, so you accept 
it. In other counties, some sports get more cov¬ 
erage than others and it’s just the way ours 
is.” 

Williams is not bitter but believes others 
have it easy. He knows the route to success 
after rising to British No 1 in his weight cate¬ 
gory and insists judo puts others in the shade. 


He said: “To succeed some days you have to 
treat the sport as a job. It’s done in excess, you 
are training a lot and you are tired. 

“You sometimes think ‘I don’t want to do 
this today’ but you have a job to do, 99 per cent 
of the time I do it because I love it. 

“It’s not an office job - it’s much harder. 

“You get up every day and do the thing you 
love. It seems a lot more complex than other 
sports. 

“For example, if you are a runner and you 
turn up in the hotel and everyone is there and 
you see them. 

“Imagine how they feel if they know the 
boys and girls they are shaking hands with 
and saying ‘hello’ might be trying to rip their 
arm off or strangle them unconscious the next 
day!”

Birmingham ran out 2-1 
winners with strikes from 
Mitchel Hancox and tower¬ 
ing Yugoslav striker Nikola 
Zigic after Town had taken 
the lead through Marvin 
Morgan’s 18th minute 
header. 

“For us, it was excellent 
workout against a good side, 
a tough game,” added Clark, 
who made 440 league 


appearances for Newcastle, 
Sunderland and Fulham. 

Town manager Graham 
Turner was happy with the 
workout, admitting that a 
number of players have 
already staked a claim for 
his side’s Central One Cup 
clash at Leeds United on 
Saturday, August 11. 

“Several players did 
themselves no harm at all 
and some have already pen¬ 
cilled their names in for 
places in the side,” he said. 

“It was a good workout 
against a good quality team, 
who got to the Champi¬ 
onship play-off final last sea¬ 
son and who could almost 
have been in the Premier 
League. 

“They had a new manager 
they wanted to impress, it 
was a good test, and these 
games play a vital part in our 
preparations. There are a lot 
of benefits. 

“We’ve now got Leicester 
at home on Saturday, fol¬ 
lowed by Wolves on Tuesday, 
and we’re looking to get 
everybody plenty of game 
time before we sort the team 
for the Leeds game.” 

Reflecting on Tuesday 
night’s friendly with the 
Blues, Turner added: “The 
positive thing was that we 
created chances, the nega¬ 


tive was that we didn’t take 
them. 

“I thought we really 
opened them up a couple of 
times, but defensively 
there’s bits and pieces to be 
learnt and the structure of 
the team a couple of times 
was all over the place when 
they broke out. 

“But generally it is the 
sort of workout that you’re 
looking for from your pre¬ 
season games.” 

The Town boss would 
have been happy with the 
way several of his new sign¬ 
ings gelled in their first 
home friendly (19 of the 21- 
man squad played a part 
against the Blues), and 
admits he is looking for one 
more signing before the sea¬ 
son starts. 

Pleased 

“I think one more player 
would be pleasing,” he said. 
“I think if we could do that 
before the season starts then 
we’ll be pleased with what 
we’ve got.” 

Meanwhile, new keeper 
Chris Weale will come face to 
face with his former club 
Leicester City - for whom he 
played 75 times - when they 
visit the Greenhous Meadow 
on Saturday for a friendly 
(3pm). Wolves are the visi¬ 
tors next Tuesday (7pm).
